tension and stretch¬ 
weakness of the “shawl 
muscles” of the upper back 
and neck. 

/ What will happen if no 
treatment is effected? 

“If the condition is 
allowed to continue 
development, the spine and 
associated shoulder 
structures become 
compressed and gradually 
shift to abnormal 
positions,” according to Dr. 

“The victim then 
begins to assume a 
round-shoulder posture and 
the pain becames prolonged 
and more intense.” 

As the spine becomes 
compressed and distorted, 
the tiny nerve openings 
between each pair of spinal 
segments become partially 
closed.
